OME Time this laſt Night, the 
precious Remains of our late 
moſt gracious Q E E N, were 
intomb'd; whote Death, ſpread 
an univert il Concern over theſe 
Kingdoms: Whillt the lived, ſhe 
was generally belovec ; and now that ſhe is 
aead, her Loſs is equal/y lamented : All Partie; 
ſeem to vie one with another, which ſhall, by 

external Signs and Tokens, ſhew the greateit 
Senſe thereof: But, the trueſt Mourners, arc 
uch, who ſhall endeayonr to improve the Pre- 
vidence, to the Purpote of Religion and Vir-

tue: Was her late 2 to ſpeak to us from 


thoſe Regions of Bliſs and Glory, into which 
ſhe is now entered, it would be to exhort us 
to eye the Hand of GOD in Her Deccaſe, to 
hear the Rod, and HI who hath appointed 
it. On this Occaſion, I thought, I could not 
entertain you better, than by diſcourſing to 
you a little from the Words I have been juſt 
reading to you: Aud all Judah and Jeruſalem 
mourned for foſtah. 


All Judah and Jeruſalem. i. e. in the mo- 
dern Phraſe, or Way of ſpeaking, both City 
and Country, the whole Land mourned, i. e. 
viſibly exprefſed their Grief and Sorrow for 
Joſiuh, tor his Death, and at his Funeral: 
And, fo great and general was the Lamentation 
made on this Account, that it became a Prece- 
derſt for all fazure Scenes of Woe, as we read 
ver. 25. Aud Fferemiah lamented for foſtah, 
and all the ſinging Men, and the ſinging Il A- 
men, ſpake of fohah in their ©,ament ations t0 
this Day, aud made them an Ordinance wt 
Hracl. And alfo paſſed into a Provesb, where- 
by was expreſſed any remarkable. and extra- 
ordinary Mourning, as we read Zach. xii. 11. 
in that Day, fhall there be a great Mourning 
in Feruſalem, as the Meurning of Hiddie 
mom in the Valley of M.giddon, the very Flaze 
where t was mortally wounded, vc. 22. 
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Tur Queſtion hence ariſeth, how Eme it 
to paſs, that the Jewiſh Nation, was thus 
deeply affected with his Death? What ſpeci- 
al Cauſe was there for it? I would anſwer 
in the following Particulars. 


Firſt, They had loſt a wiſe and ju King, 
One, whom the Providence of GOD had {et 
over them as their Ruler and Governor; and 
One, who ſtudied and endeavoured to promote 


the National Intereſt and Welfare. 


GOVERNMENT, is a divine Ordinance, be- 
ing neceſſary to the Peace and Welkbeing of 
Mankind; without it, there would be no Or- 
der. The World would ſoon become a Chaos 
of Confuſion: Property, Liberty, and Lit, 
would be Things entirely precarious and un- 
certain : The weak would every Moment lic 


at the) Mercy of all who were ſtronger than 


they : To prevent which fatal Effects, GO D 
Jaſpired Men with an Inclination and Deſire, to 
become fociable, one with another ; and in of 
der to preſerve the good Fruits of Socicty, put 
them on ag:ccing to ſuch Rules, as they ſaw 
plainly conducive to their mutual Intereſts: 
Hence aroſe the Diſtinction between Men, who 
in a State of Nature, were on an Equality: 
dome gave up their Right of Independency, 
(0a voluntarily choſe to become ſubject on 
cert uin 
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certaii Terms and Conditions, to one or more, 
as thF ſ good: For there is, I think, no 
partirular Form of Government, whether Mo- 
narchy, or Ariſtocracy, or Common- Wealth, 

that appears to be founded in the Nature of 
* Things, or the declared Will of GOD : Every 
Society pitched upon that, which they judged 
agzrceable to their Intereſts : But once the 
Form and Rules of Government were ſettled, 
there immediately fprung up a neceſſary Rela- 
tion between the Party governing, and the 
Party governed: The one is oblig'd to maine 
tain, and ſupport the other, in their drjt1nt# 
Rights and Claims: And, where they mutually 
join in this, the natural Conſequence, is Ha- 
nom, Peace, and Hajpineſs. Re 


A Kixc, whom the Providence of GOD 
hath placed at the Head of Affairs, (for with- 


out the Direction, Permiſſion, or Order of, 


GOD, nothing comes to paſs in this our 
World) who ftudioufly regards the End and 
Deſizn of Government in general, and hath a 
conmmnt Reſpect to thoſe Rules, and Laws, on 
which that pa7tciilaz; Society of Men, is con- 
ſtituted and appointed, of whom He is Chief, 
cannot be too well beloved, nor too highly 
honoued, by any conſiderate Perſon: "Tis the 
Interest, as well as Duty, of every Subject, to 
encourage the Heart, and ſtrengthen the Hand 
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of ſach a Governor: For, by His Means, Life 
is ſaſe, Property is ſecured, and a Man ſecurely 
enjoys the Fruits of his own Labour? The 
Subject feels the Benefit of ſuch a G6vern=- 
ment, and is afraid of no Injuſtice, Rapine, or 
Violence, which it is in the Power of Laws, 
and the due Execution of them to prevent : 
Such a Prince, is in the Place of GOD, and 
is manifeſtly employ'd by Him, in his Go- 
vernment of the World; and ought to be 
looked upon by every Member of the Society, 
as a common Parent, who conſults their Good, 
and induſtriouſly promotes their Welfare; and 
they ſhould render to Him, that Honour, 
Fear, and Reverence, which they would give 
to a natural Parent. 


Fo ſuch an One to be removed from His 
People by Death, is a ſevere Stroke of Pro- 
vidence : In Him, they loſe a faithful Friend, 
and kind Protector: the Remembrance 
of that Eaſe, Peace, and Proſperity, which 
they enjoy d, whilſt He held the Reins of 
Government, will ſerve to endear his Memory 
to them; and rcnder their Loſs in him the 
more ſenſible. 


Secondly, Tuner had loſt a prons and reli- 
gious King, one who made Conſcience of ſerv- 
ing the living GOL, himſeif, according to 

His 
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His Inſtitutions, and endeavoured to recom- 
mend, by his Authority and Example, the 
true Worſhip of GOD to others. This was 
another Reaſon ſor the general Mourning ex- 
preſſed by the Jew!/h Nation for the Death 
of Joſiah. 


Ir is a common Obſervation, that Great- 
neſs and Goodneſs, rarely meet together; that 
the higher Perſons are advanced in their Stati- 
ons above others, the lower they ſink in their 
Sentiments and Awe of the Supreme Being : 
as tho' they thought that the Almighty Go- 
vernor of the World, who in His Providenee 
had done ſo much for them, was obliged to do 
what He had done for them, or they had no 
more to expect and hope from Him: But alas! 
what Inconſideration and Ingratitude is this? 
The ever bleſſed GOD, the Sovereign Maje- 
ſty of Heaven and Earth, hath no Dependance 
on any of his Creatures, neither can any of the 
Works of his Hands, claim any Thing from 
him, in a Way of Juſtice, nor poſſibly exiſt 
one Moment without him : The divine Fa- 
vours, are always free and unmerited ; and, 
GOD doth whatever he pleaſeth in the Ar- 
mies of Heaven, and among the Inhabitants 
of this Earth; and Princes ſhould know, what- 
ever Power and Authority, GOD in his 
Providence hath delegated to them, they are 

accountable

accountable for to him, and a Day of Reckon- 
ing is at Hand, in which, how great and 
powerful ſoeyer they are npon Earth, they 
ſhall be ſummoned before his au ful Tribu- 
nal, to anſuer that portant Queſtion, he- 
ther they have conſulted his Honour and Glo- 
ry, and the Good of his Fellow Creatures, in 
that exalted State he raiſed them to, in Pro- 
portion to their Opportunities and Abilities : 
The Snares of worldly Czrandeur, are indeed, 
many and great; and the Temptations, which 
ſuch as are poſſcſs'd of it, meet with, require 
a more thin common and ordinary Reſolution 
and Grace to withſtand them. Our SAVIOUR 
told his Diſciples, Afatt. xix. 23. Verity, I [ay 
mito you, that a rich Man fhall har aly enter 
into the Kingdom of Fleaven : If Riches now 
in a /ower Een of Life, are ſo dangerous, 
and often fatal, what will they prove, without 
extraordinary Aſſiſtance of divine Grace, when 
joyued with Power and Authority? We may 
thea fay, without any great Hyperbole, thar, 
I is eajirr for a Camel to go through the Lye 


of a Needle, than for ſuch 10 enter into the 
Kingdom: of God Mark x. 25. 


Bur, the more rare it is, that Religion and 
Picty, go to make up the Character of a 
Prince; they are the more co up euous, an! 
ſhine the more glorious, when ver they are 
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c und in a eround Head; of ſuehb a King, 4 
Nation may tay, that he is the Breath of 
their Noſtrils. Lam. iv. 20. Such a Prince, 
is inſtrumental, in the Hands of GOD, to 
promote the eternal, as well as temporal Inte- 
reſts of his People: His very Example, hath 
2 prodigious Influence: Religion and Piety in 
him, appear amiable, ſo venerable, that 
every Beholder is ſfruck with Admiration, 
and Approbation of it; and thoſe immediately 
ander his Eye and Intpection, if nothing elſe 
will influence, Intereſt will ſo far ſway, as that 
they will (at leaſt caternally) copy after, and 
mitate his Example. Godlineſs hereby, will 
become modiſh, and rather than be out of the 
Faſhivn, all will put on the Appearance of 


Sanctity. This will encourage and hearten 


the traiy pious and godly, in their religious 
Practices, and prove a Means of drawing down 
Bleſſings from Heaven on a Kingdom, 


Fus was the v2ry Cale in Jqſab's Time: 
His Picty, was 127vefatly followed, as to on- 
ward Appearance: Courtiers, Prieſts, and Peo- 
ple, ſccud to join heartily in the Work of 
Reformation, tho' the Sequel of the Hiſtory 
ſhews, that many, if not moſt of them, pnt 
on an hypocritical Mask: The King himſelf, 
was ſincere, and the Actions of Men, he could 
only judge of: Their Hearts, he nuiſt leave 
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to the great Jupa or AII: He began 
with GOD betimes, and early diſplay'd the 
divine Grace planted in his Heart : For in 
the cighth Year of his Reign, while he was 
but young, (being but Sixteen Years old) he 
ſought after the GOD of David, his Father. 
All Innovations, and Abuſes in the Publick 
Worſhip of Gi O D, he cither aboliſhed, or 
reformed : Idolatry, in all Shapes, he teſtihed 
his Abhorrence of, and thought he could not 
do enough, entirely to put an End to; and 
the true Worſhip of GOD, according to di- 
vine Appointment, he was moſt afſidnous and 
ſtrenuons in the Fncouragement of, and 
thought he could not do enough, entirely to 
promote: So that it is left upon Record con- 
cerning him, Chap. xxxiv. 2. That he did that 

which was Right in the Sight oF the Lord, 
and walked in The W ys of David his Father, 
and declined neither ty . Right Haud, 6: 
to the Left. O happy Nation! where the 
Laus of the Land, and the Laws of GOD, 
are equally the Objects of the Prince's Re- 
gard, Care, and Encouragement. 


For the YJewſh Nation to loſe ſuch a 
King, ſo fious and religious, under whoſe 
Reign, there was fo g Order and Oecono- 
ny obſerved, with Reſpect to the Pub ick 
Workbip of GOD, (a Sight they had not been 
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ated to for a long Time) by Means of whiet, 
there was ſo much Peace in the Church, and 
Proſperity in the State, what could we expect 
in Conſequence, but that there would be a ge- 
neral Mourning and Lamentation? To be 
fare, the truly pious and good, could not but 
greatly regret their Lots, This, probably, 
gave Occaſion to that Complaint of the Pro- 
phet Jeremiah ix. 1. O that my Head were 
Haters, and mime Eyes a Fountain of Tears, 
that I might deep Day and Night, for the 
Slain of the Daughter of my People. 


Thirdly, They had in him, loft a generous 
and char;table King, One, who to his Piety 
towards G OP, joined Niercifulneſs, Kindneſs, 
and Charity towards thoſe of his Subjects, who 
were poor and diſtreſſed. 


Tris way be gathered from wer. 26. Now 
the yell of the Atts of Joſiah, and his Good- 
nc (0% 38 the Nfarginal Notes of fome of 
your Bidles render it, agreeable to the Fi- 
de, his Kiudne(s) according to that which 
is written ia the Low of the Lord, and his 
Deeds firit and laſt, be dold they are written in 
ite Base of the Kings of Ltacl aud [udah. 
Fester, Nr, andCrnanrrty, cornpleat 

the Cad CL a good Prince : Each of theft 
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ſeparately taken, is very amiable, but in Con- 
junction, they are almoſt adorable: Such an 
one, hath made the neareſt Advanees to the 
Deity, that any Mortal here upon Earth 
fibly can: He is the Image of the inviſible 
GOD : What can endear a Prince more to his 
People, than not only to have the Way to 
his Throne open for them to preſent their juſt 
Complaints, in order to have Right done them, 
but alto, his compaſſionate Ear open, to hear 
their Sorrows, and an Heart ready to relieye 
their Wants? When Greatneſs thus conde- 
ſcends, it is fo far from leſſening, that it ag- 
dizeth itſelf: Such a Prince ſhews, that 
e hath a godlike Diſpoſition, and would ap- 
prove himſelf a Son of our heavenly Father, 
who is good to. all, and whoſe tender Mer- 
cics, are over all his Works: For a People ſo 
greatly obliged, to have ſuch a King taken 
away from them by Death, they muſt be per- 
fectly ſtupid and &nfeleſs, not to be extraordi- 
za;ily alflicted with their Los. 


Fourth;y, Tux loft this wiſe and juſt, 
this pros and religious, this gexerous and 
charitable King, in the midſt of his Uſeful- 
nets, whilſt they were undoubtedly entertain- 
ing themſelves with the pleaſing Proſpe& of 
enjoying the Benefits of his Goyernment, for 
2 long while to come. 

N Hap 
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Hap he, like Abraham, Gen. xxv. 8, given 
4 the Ghoſt, and died in a good Old Age, an 
ld Man, and full of Tears, it would have 
been — on to them, that they had 
reaped the Fraits of his Labours for them, as 
long as they could well expect, according to 
the preſent Conſtitution of human Nature : 
Old | png ight have deprived him of the 
Uſe of his intellectual Faculties, or at leaſt, 
would neceſſarily have abated the Vigour and 
Strength of them ; and conſequently, the Good 
he could do, w ould be leſs conſiderable ; and 
out of Compaſſion, and in Gratitude to him 
for his former Favours, they could not wiſh 
him to be continu'd in Life a Burthen to him- 
ſelf, and uſeleſs, in a Manner, to them: They 


could then comparatively have reſigned him 


to GOD with //{/ingneſs and Content, as he 
had well ſerved his Generation, whanever 
his Sovereign Providence, ſhould have called 
him away ; "and would have thanked GOD, 
that they had ſo long lived under his Shadow 
with ſo great Deli * y 


Bur to ſee him removed from them ſo 
young, in the Height of his Uſeſulneſs, when 
their Hopes of jariher Benefits from hi 
Reign, were ſo Y grounded, and ſo greatly 
increaſed : This muſt go very near their Hearts, 
and ſorc! „% W ound them. He had ee 

reigned 
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| reigned One and Thirty Years over them, but 
he was but Thirty-nime . Years old when he 
| died (being but Eight Years of Age when he 
| began to reign). Now, for a Perſon fo youne, 

to exert himielf for, and ſo zealoufly to pur- 
tac the Good of his People, both as to their 


civil and religious Concerns, what muſt they 

have expected and hoped from him, had it 

pleaied GOD to have lengthened out his Life 
to a longer Period? Every Year after this, 
they might well imagine, would produce freſb 
Inſtances of the good Effects of his Govem- 

ment; and that gradually, he would have laid 
ſuch a frm Foundation for their Proſperity, 
as that it ſhould not eaſily be moved: But 
Death, by divine Commiſſion, mterpoteth, cuts 
ſhort the Thread of his Life, entirely blaſts 
all therr fine Hopes, and lays their towering 
Expectations in the Duſt: If Hope deferr a, 
as the wite Man obſerves, maketh the Heart 
ſick, much more when it is abſolutely fru- 
ſtrated : No Wonder then, being thus diſap- 
pointed in their pleaſing Thoughts, and pro- 
miſing Imaginations, that they ſo greatly 
maournced. 
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| Fifthly, and laſtly, what added greatly to 
| their Aﬀiction, and made their Lots the more 
ſenſible, was, that this g King, was cut off 
in a faden and ſurprizing Manner, 
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True Circumſtances of a Fricnd's Death., 
very often, either alleviate or aggravate the 
Concern and Sorrow of thoſe who ſurvive him. 
They grieve and mourn, the more or lefs, on 
the Account of them: To part with one who 
1s near and dear to us, in the Prime of Life, 
whilſt in all human Appearance, he might 
have been many Years, a Binefit and Comfort 
to others, had GOD ſeen ht, is a Trial, which 
human Nature, cannot ea/z/y bear: But, to 
have him ſnatched away from us on af udden, 
without any conſiderable previous Warning, 
which might ſerve in ſome Meaſurc, to wean 
our Affections from him; to have him cut off 
by a Stroke unexpetted, and unlooked for, in 
a Manner at once, is ſtill nore ſhocking and 
hard to be born: Our natural Paſſione, in 
ſuch a Caſe, ruſh forth like a mighty Torrent, 
whilſt we have not the Command of our Rea- 
fon, to ſtem their Courſe. David, is a noted 
Inſtance of this : On the News of the Death 
of his Son Abſalom, laying aſide all rational 
Conſiderations, the Father burſt out into thoſe 
Exclamations of Grief, which we read of, 
ii Sam. xviii. 31: O in Son Ablalom, my Son, 
my Son Abſalom, world God I had died jor 
thee; O Abſalom, my Som, my Sou. 


Tris might be one great Cauſe of that 


general and extraordinary Lamentation made 
by 


1 

by the Jeciſ% Nation, on the Death of their 
good King Je Had he died a natural 
Death, and departed this life after having any 
Time languiſhed under a common aud ordinary 
Diſtemper, it would have been poſſibly ſome 
Allay to their Grief; they would then have 
ſeen or heard of him, graaually dying, and 
would have had Time to prepare themſelves, 
to receive the Stroke of Providence : But, to 
behold him going out to War, ſtrong, vigo- 
rous, and healthy, and brought ſoon back a- 
gun, mortally wounded, a bleeding, dying 
Creature, as we read, ver. 24. This gave an 
Accent to their Grief, and raiſed thoſe Floods 
of Sorrow, which broke forth and diſcoyered 
themielves in their external Behaviour. 


Tuus have I endeavoured to point out to 
you, ſome of thoſe particular Reaſons the 
Jewrſh Nation had to mourn ſo generally, for 
the Death of Jg/zh. IL would now beg leave 
to make a practical Reflection or two on what 
hath been delivered. 


Firſt, Tu beſt, nay, the only Way for 
Perions, eſpecially in a ſuperior Station of 
Life, to have their Deaths lamented, is to be 
good, and to % god, while they live: This 
will infalibly make them miſſed, when they 
die, and emba'm their Memory, long after 
their Bodies are mouldied away to Duſt. 
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THERE is certainly ſomewhat inherent in 
human Nature, that prompts a Man to ſig- 
nalize himſelf in Life, ſo as that his Name 
may be had in hanor7able Remembrance, when 
he is gone out of this World: Such a Kind 
of generons Principle, is not peculiar to any 
one Nation, or Generation, but ſeems ingraficd 
into our very Conſtitution and Make : Hence 
it is, that many among the Heathens, have 
exerted themſelves in the Invention of uſeful 
Arts and Sciences, or in carrying them on to 
greater Perfe&ion : Others have betaken them- 
{elves to Arms, in the Cauſe of Liberty, and 
Virtue, and have ſcrupled no Pains, ſtuck at 
no Dangers, and chearfully embraced even 
Death itſelf, to ſerve it; while others, by 
the private Exerciſe of ſocial Virtue, have be- 
come the Objects of Admiration, and rendered 
their Names deſervedly famous: It is a lauda- 
ble Ambition this; and Revelation to me ap- 

ſo far from endeayonring to check it, 
that it promiſeth zhis Reputation after Death, 
as the Reward of Goodneſs ; and threatens 
eternal Infamy or Oblivion, to the wicked and 
vicious: The Righteous ſhall be had in ever 
Haſting Remembrance: The Memory of the Juſt 
is bleſſed ; but the Name of the Wicked, ſbali 
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Pp RHAPS ſome will fay, of what Uſe and 
Service will it be to the Souls departed, that 
their Names are remembred with Honour ? 
The Dead know not any Thing of what 
paſſeth here upon Farth : They are inſenſible 
of the Praiſes, or Diſpraiſes, beſtowed upon 
them by the Living. 


GRANTING this, That they do not know 
what is particularly ſaid of them, when they 
are gone hence, yet they carry for certain with 
them into the other State, a Conſciouſneſs of 
that Virtue, which they cxerciſed whilſt in 
the Body; and it muſt be ſo far a Satisfaction 
to them, that they /ancerely deſigned, by their 
Works and Example, to excite others to the 
Practice of it; in which Deſign, whether they 
ſucceed or no, they know, they did endeavour 
to ſerve their Generation, and ſo far, muſt 
have approved themſelves to their all-gracious 
CREATOR, to whoſe Bleſſing alone, Succeſs 
muſt be owing : And who, they may reaſona- 
bly hope, will make Uſe of them as Inftru- 
ments to that Purpoſe. 


Secondly, HENCE we may obſerve the In- 
flexibility of the divine Decree, that all muſt 
die, of what Rank ſoever, however qualified, 
and whatever Uſefulneſs they are, and might 
haye farther been in Life. 
= G2 IT 
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IT is appointed for all Men once to die; 
and GOD, herein, is o Reſpecter of Peribns + 
He gives the King of Terrors, a general Com- 
miſſion, that at the apprinted Time, he ſhall 
ſummon every one of the human Race out of 
this World, to appear before his awtiil Tri- 
bunal : And Death, farthy: 425 executes his 
Commiſſion ; he fpareth none : High and low, 
rich and poor, the Prince, as bi: as the Pea- 
fant, are liable to his Arreſt, and one after 
another, he taketh away: One would be in- 
clined to think, that if azy were to be ex- 
empted from the common Fate of all, they 
would be thoſe Repreſentatives of GOD, who 
move in a ſuperior Orb, and like their Maker, 
ſhed Abroad, divine Influences to all about 
them; and are therefore, juſtly eſteemed and 
looked upon, as great and publick Bleſſings to 
the World: Could inherent ferſonal Goodneſs 
and Picty, could the Deſires and Prayers of 
his Subjects, have procured Jah an Exemp- 
tion in this Reſpect, Death would have had 
no Power over him: But, there is no Man 
that hath Power ever the Pirit, to retain the 
"rms. neither hath he Power in the Day of 

eath ; and there is no Diſcharge in that 
War : All Things come alike to alli; there is 
one Event to the Righteous, and to the ll icked ; 
70 the Good and 10 the cl eum, and la the un- 
clean; 10 him that ſacrifecih, and to him that 

ſacrts 
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fucrificeth net : as 1s the good, [0 0 is the Sits 
ne,, and be that {wearath, as he that feareth 
| au Oath. Eccleſ. viii. 8. ix. 2. 


Thirdly, HE NCH we may obſerve, that it 
is no certarm Mark or Indication of the divine 
Ditpicature with any Perſon, that he is remo- 
ved gut of this World in a fuda; n and furpriz- 
ing Manner, or even by an unnatural Death. 


Tux beſt, the greateſt of Men, ſuch as the 
WMorld was not why of, have been. in 0 
| Way and Manner, tran] ported to Blis, 
Happineſs; they have been, like Pink, 2 
cd to Heayen, as it were, in a Whirlwind: 
| And a kind Providence it hath been to them, 
| that they have been frced from any long Ago- 
- nies of Death, and not ſuffered to. languiſh any 
| conſiderable Time, under the Violence of bo- 
| dily Pains : Where a Perſon hath, by the At- 
fiftance of divine Grace, been thinking of, and 
preparing himſelf far his Departure hence, in 
| the Days of his Youth, and in a Time of

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had ſered G O from his Toith, and had 
done that which was right in the Sight of the 
Zord, and walked in the Ways of David his 
Father, and declined neither to the Right Hand, 
nor to the Left. There could be therefore, 
nothing in Death for him to fear: It's Stroke, 
could not be ſo ſudden, as to find him unpre- 
pared ; and the Suddener it was, the ſhorter 
was the Paſlage for Vim into eternal Life. 


Fourthly, | wournD obſerve farther, that 
where a good Perſon, eminently uteful, eſpe- 
cially in an High Station, is by Death ſud- 
denly removed, in the Prime of Life, when 
he might have been, to all human Appearance, 
valtly more ſerviceable in his Day and Gene- 
ration, thoſe who ſuryive, may well look up- 
on the Diſpenſation of Providence, as a Sign 
of GOD's Diſpleaſure againſt them, and great- 
ly mourn, inaſmuch as they are deprived of 
his beneficial Influence and Example. 


Tu Death of an uſeful Perſon, eſpecially 
of a good Prince, tho” it be in Mercy to him, 
(let it be ever fo ſudden and violent) yet, is a 
ſore Judgment on the Living, who had re- 
ceived, and might expect ſtill to receive, great 
Good and Advantage from his Life : GOD 
ſeems then p/4:zly to have a Controverſy with 
the People; and the Voice of the Rod, * 
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this Parpoſe : Jon were no longer worthy of 
him, and therefore, I removed him from you : 
Had you improved under him, as you ought, 
and oj pos from you, he ſhould have been 
continued longer «1th you: But, I found, his 
Infinence aud Example, had not the deſigned 
Effect upon you; and as he was rife through 
my Grace, for the Enjoyment ; myfelf, 1 de- 
termined, that he ſhould no longer for your 
Sakes, be deprived of ſo great Happineſs : JI 
ſent therefore my Mefſenger, to inſtale him in 


the Poſſeſfron of it. 


TuzsE Reflections, are plain and obvious 
on ſuch an Occaſion, to every con/edering Per- 
ſon, who believes a Providence, and eyes the 

Hand of GOD in every particular Diſpenſa- 
tion of it. This was more eſpecially the Caſe 
of the Jewiſh Nation, at the Time of good 
King Joſahs Death: His Life, was the only 
Thing that preyented the Judgments of GOD 
| on that People: GOD had promited, that 
for his Sake, as long as he lived, he would 
keep off the Wrath denounced againſt them. 
Chap. xxxiv. 27. 28. Becauſe thine Heart 
was tender, and thou didſt humble thyſelf be- 
fare EO D, when thin heardeſt his Words 
againſt this Place, and againſt the Inhabitants 
thereof, and humbledſt thyſelf before me, and 
didſt rend thy Cloaths, and weep before me, I 
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have even heard thee alſo, faith the Land- 
Behold, I will pather thee t thy Fathers, 
and thou ſhatt be gathered 9 thy Crave 770 
Peace, neither ſhall thine yes fee a!l the Epil. 
that I will bring upbu this Place, and upon 
the Inhabitants of the ſame. But now that 
he was taken away, they had the greateſt Rea- 
ſon to fear, that the Flood-Gates of divinc 
Wrath, would be ſet open, and they ſhould 
experimentally feel all that Evil, and thoſe 
Curſes, which GO D had denounced againſt 
them, for their Apoſtacy and Idolarry, and 
had aſſured them, he would pour forth upon 
that Place, and the Inhabitants thereof. Se 
der.

Tnus have I conſidercd thoſe Things, which 
the Text directed me to: But before I con- 
clude, I would fain, particularly apply the 
Subject to the preſent Providence : I am per- 
ſuaded, that ſome of you, on hearing the Par- 
ticulars of the Loſs of the Jew! Nation, 
in their King, could not help ſeeing our pre- 
ſent Caſe, who have loſt our Moſt Gracious 
QUEEN, in a great Meaſure, parallel to 
theirs: I dare not attempt to delineate Her 
late MAJESTY's Character: I know,

HER private Conduct and Oeconomy in 
her own Family: How great her Affection 
was to Hs MAJESTY: With what 
Tenderneſs and Care, ſhe brought up, and 
treated her Or SPRING: How mild and 
ntle the was towards her Servants, can be 
only to a few: But that ſhe was an 
extraordinary Example, as a Wire, a Mo- 
THER, and a MisTRrss, I think, we need 
no greater, no other Proof, than the extraor- 
dinary Sorrow, expreſſed by thoſe, who were 
the beſt, the only proper Judges of their Loſs, 
by Her Death. Her Children ariſe up, and call 
her Bleſſed : Her Fiusband atſo, and be 
praiſeth hr: Many Dauchters have dome 


virtucuſly, but thou excelleſt them all. Prov. 
xxxi. 28. 29. 


As to Her Capacity for GOVERNMENT, 
that is more generally kriown : The whole 
Nation hath once and again, while She was 
left ſole REGENT of the Kingdom, during 
His MAJESTY's Abſence, by Experience 
found, that She was very fit to ſway a 
SCEPTRE: And, His MAJESTY*'s 
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ludgment herein, cannot be better known, 
than by His io ten repoſing that great 
TRUST in Her: The WELFARE of 
Mer Peopic, was Her great Study, Care and 
Delight; which mantſeſtly appeared in this: 
That any MANCEFACTURE of our own 
Country, whereby tle POOR was employ'd, 
and might get their BREAD, always met 
with Her ENCOURAGEMENT, and had 
Her INTEREST to ſupport it: She choſe 
rather to appear cloathed with the Labour 
of Her oz induſtrious Subjects Hands, 
than be adorned with FOREIGN Niceties: 
Flr La conſidered in this Reſpect, is not 
ſinali. 


Her REIIGION and PIETY, in Her 
early Years, was very remarkable : And Her 
FIRMNtSS and CONSTANCY to the 
PROTESTANT Principles, inſtilled into 
Her, was the Wonder of Europe. CROWNS 
dazzle the Eyes of moſt, and appear ſo 
bright and glorions, that every Thing that 
is Sacred, is often made to truckle to the 
Gain of them: RELIGION and CON- 
SCIENCE, and HONOUR, ſhall a// be fa- 
exificed, if they ſtand in the Way: The late 
Elector of Saxony, was an unhappy Inſtance,

When that excellent P32 CES „ Nas vet in 
Her Father' s Court, (to wſe ib: 7/ ods of the 
late ingenious Mr. ApviSox ) hc was io 
celebrated for the Beauty of Her Perkin, and 
the Accompliſhments of Her Mind, that there 2 
was no PRINCE in the Empire, who had 
Room for ſuch an Alliance, that was not am- 
bitious of gaining Her into his Family, either 
as 4 DAUG:ITER, or a CONSORT He

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who is now the Chief of the Crowned 
Heads in Europe, and was then KING of 
SPAIN, and H#IR to all the Dominions 
of the Houſe of AUSTR / A, ſought Her 
in Marriage : Could Her Min! have been 
c ptivated with the GT ORTES of this World, 
She had tl:em all laid before Her; bur, She 
generouſly declined them all, becauſe, She ſaw 
the Acceptance of them, was inconſiſtent with 
what She eſteemed more than all the GLO- 
RIES of this Worid, the Enjoyment of 
Her RELIGION. She is as emincnt for a 
ſincere FIETY, in the Practice of REL 
GION, as for an inviolable Adherence to 
its PRINCIPLES : She is conftant in Her 
Attendance on the Daily OrriC ES of the 
CHURCH; and by her ſcrious and devout 
Comportn: ent on thele folemn Occaſions, 
gives an EXAMPLE, which is very often 
too much wanted in Courts. Thus far he. 
And, how willing and ready She was, to 
the ntmoit of her Power, to ſupport the 
CAUSE and IN T ERES of RELIGION 
in theic Nations, by encouraging thote whoſe 
Office it is to miniſter in holy Thin 
the CLERGY of the ESTA 
LISHMEN T, can remember with Plea- 
fore, and will net, doubtleſsly, be back- 
ward to relate.
